In  addiiion  to  the  above  about  35  Kelts  (an  unusuul  number)  were 
caught  d'.iring  the  first  few  days  fishing, — most  of  which  (and  when  circum- 
stances permitted^  were  returned  to  the  water .  Also,  about  250  Sea  Trout 
were  taken  while  fis^bing  fur  Salmon,  of  an  average  weight  of  2|  to  3  lbs. ; 
and  7  Grilse. 

In  consequence  of  frequent  and  unusual  heavv  rair. .,  the  River,  during 
the  whole  time,  continued  too  high  for  good  fishing,  and  in  consequence  a 
number  of  the  b?st  Pools  were  tio  flooded  an  to  prevent  the  fish  from  lying 
therein,  or  at  letst  taking  the  Fly  as  freely  ae  in  former  seasons.
